FORTY-TWO PERSONS SAVED. 


Most Passengers Asleep at 
The Stricken Vessel Founders in 
Her Destroyer Does Not Escape 


A PRIOR DISASTER‘ RECALLED. 


A French Steamer Once Run into in the Same ‘among the Greeks, whose wisdom is 


GENOA, July 21.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The Italian steamers Ortigia and 
Maria P. collided off Isalia Point at the 
entrance to the Gulf of Genoa today. 
The latter sank and 148 persons were 


The Maria P. was bound from Naples 
to La Plata. There was a crew of sev- 
enteen, and the passengers numbered 
173. She was entering the Gulf of 
Genoa at 1:300’clock this morning when 
she met the Ortigia outbound. They 
did not notice each other until a col- 
lision was inevitable. The bow of the 
Qrtigia crashed into the starboard side 
of the Maria P., penetrating six yards 


the hole, and the Marla P. sank in three 


The majority of the passengers were 
‘asleep at the time of the accident and 
had no time to escape after the alarm 
was given. They were engulfed with 
the vessel. The Ortigia remained on 
the spot until 6 o’clock in order to pick 
‘up the survivors.- She rescued fourteen 
of the crew and twenty-eight passen- 
gers of the Maria P. Other steamers 
have been dispatched to the scene of 
the disaster, and are now searching 


The Ortigia’s bow was smashed‘ for 
à space of twelve feet along the water- 
line. There is some comment upon the 
fact brought to mind by the disaster 
that the Ortigia once collided on the 
Same spot with the French steamer 


At the conclusion of the sitting of the 
Chamber today at Rome, the Minister 
of Marine announced the news of the 
disaster in the midst of a profound sen- 
sation, adding that an officer, a seaman 
and 144 passengers of the Maria P. had 
perished. The Ortigia had twenty-five 
passengers on board. The Maria P.'s 
captain was named Ferrera. The 
Chamber has ordered an inquiry into 


The sky was overcast at the time of 
the accident, and there was little sea. 
Both captains were asleep, and Third 
Officer Revelle was on watch on the 
Ortigia, and Second Officer Angelo was 
on watch on the Maria P. The Ortigia 
was going at the rate of eleven miles 
an hour, and the Maria P. at the rate 
of eight miles. Each vessel saw the 
lights of the other, and continued on 
their proper roads until the mistake 
was made, it is not established by 
whom, that brought the Maria P. 


Third Officer Revelle of the Ortigia 
saw the danger and ordered the en- 
gines reversed. But the order came too 
late. The Ortigia struck the Maria P., 
making an enormous gap in her side. 
All the boats of the Ortigia were low- 
ered, and the crew rescued all that 
they could of the survivors. The lat- 
ter for the most part remain in such a 
state of terror since the rescue that 
they are unable to give a single detail 


Capt. Ferrara, who was saved, says 
that he was sleeping in his cabin when 
he was awakened by cries and a great 
noise. He rushed upon deck and saw 
the Ortigia backing off while his own 
ship was sinking. Seeing that all was 
lost, he jumped into the sea where he 
was picked up by the Ortigia’s boat. 


Second Officer Angelo of the Maria 
P., who was on watch on that ship 
when she was struck by the Ortigia, 
was drowned.

WHOLE FAMILY. 


The Assassin Pursued. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
NEW ORLEANS (La.,) July 21.—Last 
Friday night on the Terre Haute plan- 
tation in St. John’s parish, a terrible 
butchery of human beings took place. 
While Rosario Giordano and his fam- 
ily were seated at the supper-table, Joe 
Noska walked up to the door and, lev- 
eling a double-barrelled shotgun, fired. 
Mrs. Giordano fell to the flour a corpse, 
and the bullets that did not go through 
her went through both-legs of a four- 
months-old infant which she held in 
her arms. 
Giordano, fearing that the babe would 
be killed in the fall, sprang forward to 
clasp it, and the assassin fired again. 


of Mary Giordano, the ten-year-old girl 
who, on seeing her mother fall, ran 
forward and received a portion of the 
load of buckshot that struck her 
father. The shot entered her abdomen, 
literally tearing it to pieces. At the 
same time little Nicolina fell to the 
floor wounded through the head. 

The assassin, Joe Noska, did not 
move from the spot. But when he saw 
Beneditto Giordano, a nephew of the 
dead woman, and Charlie Columbano, 
coming toward him, he coolly placed 
two fresh shells in his gun and waited 
until they got very close to him. Then 
he raised the gun and fired both barrels, 
the two men falling to the ground dead.

Fruit in the Orient. 


issued volume of consular reports for 
June, which gives considerable infor- 
mation in regard to the oriental market 
for dairy products and fruit, affords 


go far toward putting an end to any il- 
lusions that may have been cherished 
by our fruit or dairy men concerning 
the results of opening up China to the 
commerce of the world. 
From Hongkong it is reported that 
only about 2000 people in that city 
could be counted on as purchasers of 
fruit or dairy products, and what fruit 
is sent there has to compete with tropic 


Hongkong and Bombay. Two obstacles 
stand in the way of any extensive devel- 
opment of a fruit trade in those coun- 
tries. In the first place the majority of 
the pjeople are too poor to indulge in 
fruit, and in the second place those who 
can afford fruit are fairly well content 
with that produced at home. In India 
there is an abundance of tropical fruit, 
and, while the Chinese fruit seems to 
foreigners to be very inferior, it suits 
the native palate well enough, 

A curious illustration of the chances 
and changes in trade is noted by the 
Consul at Calcutta. Formerly there 
was some importation at that port of 
New England apples, which were sold 
at good prices, These apples were sent 
out in ice ships, and could, of course, 
be put on the market with practically 
no charge for freight and but little

[. Fisher, collector of the port of San 
Diego, to rid himself of the burden of 
upwards of $70,000 of debt by a resort to 
the insolvency laws, recalls the rather 
surprising fact that no publicity was 
ever given to the very bitter opposition 
to his appointment to the office he now 
holds and the grounds upon which it 
was based. 


Within the recent past San Diego had 


: two rather notorious bank failures. Gut 
of the “skullduggery” and dishonesty | 
attending them there has not come a 
single criminal prosecution. 
jections to Fisher's appointment, which 
were bitterly and vehemently urged by 
a number of the leading men of his 
own party at San Diego, were derived

tional Bank, and these showed incontro- 
vertibly that Fisher himself bore a con- 
spicuous and disgraceful part in that 


unrighteous transaction. 

It will always be a cause of marvel

1890 he drew the following checks upon 
the bank: January 11, $160; July 10, 
} $650; July 17, $5000; November 10, $400. 
In 1891 he drew the following checks: 
January 12, $200; ———, $10,000; March 
5, $441.30; April 11, $25,000, $5048, $3625.25; 
August 26, $6065; October 7, $5110. At 
none of these dates did he have any 
money on deposit to his personal 
count. 

On cross-examination Fisher was per- 
mitted.to explain how he came to give 
his personal checks on the bank when 
he had no. personal account there to 
check against; also how he came to 
give the bank his notes. He said that 
along in January, 1891, he purchased 
from E. W. Morse the south half of 
block 17, Horton’s addition to San 
Diego for $90,000. 
New York and J. W. Collins, cashier of 
the California National Bank, were, he 
said, supposed to be interested with 
him in the purchase. The first pay- 
ment on the property of $5000 was made 
by Stebbins. Several subsequent pay- 
ments were made by Fisher, who, by 
the direction of Collins, gave his per- 
sonal check for the several amounts. 
Not long after the first payment of 
$5000 was made Stebbins fell out of the 
scheme. Collins then proposed to form 
@ syndicate to take care of the prop- 
erty, saying: Havermale has a lot of 
money coming from Spokane, and Pal- 
merston, and we will take in Dare and 
take care of, it ourselves, and build a 
building to. be occupied by a. theater 
and part by a bank.“ (Havermale and 
Palmerston were directors and Dare 
was vice-president of the bank.) ‘The 
manner in which the final payment was 
made is described by Fisher as follows: 


it was, of 1891, there was some $40,000 
still due, $20,000 to Mrs. Gerichten on a: 
mortgage, and $20,000 to Morse. ‘I bor- 
rowed $20,000 from J. C. Braly and 
mortgaged him the Fifth-street corner 
part of the property, eighty feet on 
Fifth and 100 feet on C street. This 
money was paid into the California Na- 
tional Bank, and I gave Morse a certifl- 
cate of deposit for $10,000 and a check 
for $5000 and Mrs. Gerichten $10,000 in 
cash of the $20,000 borrowed. The bank 


and gave Mrs. Gerichten a certificate 
of deposit payable in ninety days, It 
seems to me there was interest due 
Morse on the contract, and I gave him 
a check on the bank for $3,695.25, and it 
was paid.

In explaining how he came to give 
the bank the notes upon which he was 
sued, Fisher testified that one day after 
he had issued a number of checks Col- 
lins sent for him, and when he went to 
the bank Collins told him the bank ex- 
aminer was coming soon and he would be 
hauled up for the large amount charged 
to Fisher as an overdraft, and asked 
that a note be given for it, which was 
done. Afterward Fisher was recalled 
and again examined by the court upon 
this point, and this examination is given 
exactlv as it occurred: 

Q. I understood you, on your cross- 
examination, I think it was, Mr. Fisher, 
to say that you gave these notes to the 
bank at the request of Mr. Collins be- 
cause he said the bank examiner was 
coming around and he wanted it to 
show in the assets of the bank? A. He 
said yes,“ that the amount had been 
charged to me; the amount of e 
checks that had been given to pay for 
this property.” He said, we have 
charged that all up to you; we have no 
particular account to keep it in, and,“ 
he says, it stands there against you as 
an overdraft.“ He says, we are not al- 
lowed to carry those things in that way 
and you better close it up by note.“

After hearing Fisher's testimony the 
court found against him, presumably 
upon the ground that he was estopped 
from pleading as a defense to the notes 
the unlawful purpose for which they 
were executed. Judgment was given 
against him for the sum of $39,110, no 
part of which has been paid. 

But there is still another chapter 
which makes this record still blacker. 
Not long after the trial of the case 
other cases brought against the San 
Diego Operahouse Company for the 
foreclosure of certain mechanics liens. 
In these cases the Pacific Mu- 
tual Insurance Company of San 
Francisco was seeking to defeat the 
Sot because it had loaned Fisher 

40,000 on the operahouse property. If 
the liens were established the insur- 
ance company’s debt would be post- 
poned to them. Fisher was also inter- 
ested in defeating the liens, as he ex- 
pected to buy the property from the in- 
surance company for the amount of its 
loan, on long time and at low interest, 
if-the liens were defeated. It suited 
Fisher’s purpose, therefore, to have it 
appear that his dealings with the bank 
relating to the purchase of this prop- 
erty, on ee of which the operahouse 
was built, were bona fide and in the 
regular course of business. Accordingly 
Fisher was put upon the stand and 
asked for whom he was acting at the 
time the operahouse property was pur-

8: 

“I don’t know that I was acting par- 
ticularly for anybody but myself. It 
was a scheme of my own that I thought 
of working through. No other persons 
became directly interested until_I or-

The entire property purchased from 
Morse, and for which Fisher testified 
his checks were given, comprised 150 
feet on Fourth and Fifth streets and 
200 feet on C street. Fisher testified 
that he built an operahouse on the north 
seventy-one feet of this property. The 
title to it was taken in Fisher, by 
Collins's direction, until the syndicate 
could be organized. The operahouse 
belonged to a company. Fisher paid 
$10,000 of the price of the ground occu- 
pied by the operahouse by a check on 
his Florence Hotel account. He sold 
his interest in the San Diego cable road 
to Dare and Collins, who paid him $17,- 
800.cash at one time and the remaining 
1 $20,000 they were to have paid the bunk 
on the operahouse property which 
Fisher sold to the operahouse company. 

On the 28th of November, 1891, Fisher 
executed a deed of trust of the rest of 
this property to E. J. Swayne, trustee, 
to secure the amount of his indebted- 
ness to the bank. In explanation of this

The Weather Bureau makes record 
of all meteorological phenomena, among

ascertained for all places in California 
in conjunction with the absolute sun- 
‘shine record now made. This paper is 
for the purpose of disseminating such 
information concerning the record of 
sunshine in California as the Weather 
Bureau has so far collated. The rays 
of the sun are the life-giving proper- 
ties to all living things. The existence 
of ourselves, our health, the germina- 
tion, growth and development of all 
vegetation is dependent upon sunshine. 
The presence of sunshine regulates, to 
A very great degree, the condition of 
the invalid and controls the actions of 
the healthy. Especially is the sunshine 
of value to the people of California in 
their vineyards and fruit-drying. It is 
true that an excess of sunshine makes 
a country arid, a deficiency makes a 
country: humid, but favored indeed is 
the country of a medium between thess 
extremes. The records of San Fran- 
cisco show that it enjoys on an average 
| 58 per cent. of the possible sunshine; 
that the month of June has the great- 
est amount of sunshine, when the per 
cent. of the possible amount is 70, 
and that December has the least, with 
43 per cent. The amount of sunshine 
at San Farncisco in December, 43 per 
cent., is, however, 1 per cent. more 
than the average aniount of sunshine 
that oecurred at Cleveland, O., durin 
the year of 1893.

vember 71 per cent., Februrary 70 per 
cent., September 69 per cent., January, 
May: and December 66 per cent., June 
61 per cent. and March 56 per cent., or 
that at San Diego the least amount of 
sunshine in any month is in March, 
when 56 per cent of the possible pre- 
vails, and this is a larger amount of 
sunshine than the average annual 
amount which prevails over all that 
portion of the United States east of the 
Mississippi River and north of a line 
drawn on the latitude of Omaha. On 
an average throughout the year 80 per 
cent. or more of the possible sunshine 
prevails at San Diego from 11 a.m. to 
5 p.m. At San Francisco from 70 to 78 
per cent. of the possible sunshine pre- 
vails from lla.m.to5p.m. It is to be 
regretted that there are no absolute 
sunshine records at Red Bluff, Sacra- 
mento, Fresno and Los Angeles; how- 
ever, irene | the number of clear 
and partly cloudy days at the various 
places the approximate sunshine for 
each place is obtainable, and hence it 
can safely be assumed that at Los An- 
geles the per cent. of ‘possible sunshine 
is 70, at Fresno 66 per cent., at Red 
Bluff 65 per cent., at Sacramento 60 per 
cent. and at Keeler 64 per cent. The 
sunshine at Los Angeles, 70 per cent., 
is the gréatest in the United States, 
save over Arizona, New Mexico, South- 
ern Kansas and contiguous sections, 
where it amounts to from 74 to 77 per 
cent. .of the possible, the greatest 
amount being at Tueson, where it 
amounts to 77 per cent. . 

The following data obtained from the 
annual report of the chief of Weather 
Bureau, for the year 1893, the latest 
published, may in this connection prove 
of interest and of value, for it shows 
the main climatic conditions for the 
greater portiin of California, as well as 
for the principal portion of the United 
States. The table is full of interesting 
deductions, which can be made by the

. PREHISTORIC MEN. 


Discoveries of Skeletons in Ancient 
Mounds in Ohio. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

FRANKFORT (O.,) July 21.—W. B. 
Moorehead, curator of the State Uni- 
versity, has made some important dis- 
coveries in the ancient mounds near 
here during the past week. One mound 
which he opened contained nine skele- 
tons buried two feet below the surface 
in a layer of gravel. The bones are 
those of short, heavy, muscular men. 
The skulls are thick and rather round 
and the facial angle is low. Several 
skulls give evidence of artificial flat- 
tening of the base during infancy. No 
skeletons found in Ohio present a more 
inferior tribe physically. 

In other gravel Knolls about this 


place Moorehead discovered further ev- 
idence of burials of similar character.. 
Arrowheads, axes, copper bracelets and 
various ornaments lay by nearly every 
skeleton.

RIVERSIDE, July 6, 1895.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) I read with in- 
terest in your paper of July 5 your cor 
respondent's statement of the belief 
of Susan B. Anthony and other edu- 
cated women. 

I am myself liberal-minded—I do not 
mean by this to say that I am a liber- 
alist. I have no quarrel with any one 
about his belief. Belief is not a matter 
of choice, but a. conviction, based on 
testimony, and a willingness to give 
each fact its due proportion of weight. 

God made man for a specific work. 
He made woman for a particular 
sphere; man to be king in his sphere, 
woman to be queen in hers. hese 
spheres are very different, well marked, 
and will bear no comparison; and 
much that is said about the superiority 
of the one sex over the other is untrue— 
a mere waste of time, and silly in the 
extreme, 

The bitterness exhibited in “woman's 
conventions,” the clamor for “womans 
rights,” and the hatred of some women 
for the sterner sex, who would be, if 
permitted, fairly friendly and courte- 
ous, is a waste of time and energy, 
which, if better directed, would do 
much to ameliorate the woes of hu- 
manity. 

Neither sex is superior to the other, 
but they are. complementary. 
no more intellectual than woman, Wo- 
man no more than man. She is no 
more affectionate than he, he no more 
than she. She is no more honest than 
he, he no more than she. He-is no 
more nor less in his sphere than she is 
in her sphere. Every right-minded, cul- 
tivated person, knows by intuition 
when either sex has gone out of its 
sphere, 

If a woman wants to vote, my theory 
is to let her vote; if she wants to sing 
bass, let her sing it; and if a man wants 
to keep house and brighten the home 
with “tidies’” and embroideries from 
his own hand, give him the chance, for 
the probabilities are that he is fit for 
nothing else. There are masculine 
women, and there are effeminate men. 
Let the question of capacity determine 
what each shall do. No one has any 
right to object so long as they want to 
do no wrong to others. No human 
agency can keep anyone down if he or 
she have the capacity to rise. 

There is a class of undesirable na- 
tures who have left their homes, or who 
have none, wandering up and down in. 
our land, seeking their own aggrandize- 
ments on the stump, talking about their 
rights, who are not fit either to make 
laws or to vote, or to keep house, or to 
make a home pleasant. They are, it 
would seem, capacitated only to stir: 


up strife and humiliate both sexes, and 


almost to make one ashamed for them. 

Who would want to live in a home 
or under the laws such women would 
make, ana Who would not shudder to 
call one of them sister, or mother. It 
is the Christian mother’s hand that is 
fit to cast the ballot and make wise and 


noble men and women fit to govern 
mankind, _ 

How many a legislator has been able 
to stand moral tests in office by the 


sist corrupting influences; by a devoted 
wife’s prayer that was louder and 
stronger than the voice of corrupt party 
influence. Nothing is strong enough 
to resist the influence of a devoted 
Christian wife, daughter or mother in 
the home, and her influence here will 
be handed down through the ages to 
the eternities. Let women rise toa 


just appreciation of the rights she al- 


ready has, of her powers and duties, 
her ability to make home happy; let 
her govern it, beautify it, make it the 
most attractive place.on earth—a calm 
haven of rest, where a man can feave 
the jostle, the bustle, the worry, the 
contention and strife of business, and 
seek a perfect repose, and she will do 
more to upiift humanity than by the 
use of the ballot...

Right here I have a tremendous con- 
viction that if Christian civilization
